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PREFACE 


'^P'HIS  little  book  includes  for  the  first  time,  in  one  volume, 
-A.  reproductions  of  the  unpublished,  as  well  as  of  the  published 
plates,  of  Turner’s  “  Liber  Studiorum.” 

The  publishers  have  been  guided  throughout  by  the  latest 
edition  (the  second)  of  the  standard  book  on  the  subject,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Rawlinson’s  “Turner’s  Liber  Studiorum,  a  Description  and  a 
Catalogue.”  The  present  volume  could  not  have  been  published 
at  all  without  Mr.  Rawlinson’s  book,  and  could  not  have  been  made 
so  complete  without  Mr.  Rawlinson’s  generous  advice  and  help  all 
through.  All  lovers  of  Turner  and  readers  of  Ruskin  owe  him 
therefore  a  due  meed  of  thanks. 

The  plan  followed  was  simply  this.  In  Part  I.  reproductions 
are  given  of  the  “first  published  states”  of  the  seventy-one 
published  plates;  in  Part  II.,  reproductions  of  whatever  material 
Turner  left  at  his  death  for  the  thirty  plates  which  would  have 
completed  his  plan— sometimes  the  drawing,  sometimes  the 
engraver’s  proof,  sometimes  both  ;  in  two  cases  the  etching  only, 
as  nothing  else  exists  to  represent  the  plate.  The  drawing  for  the 
plate  numbered  conjecturally  ioo,  Mr.  Rawlinson  thinks,  may 
possibly  be  the  missing  original  drawing  for  plate  72,  but  reversed 
and  altered  in  engraving.  As  it  is  known  as  R.  100,  however, 
it  is  reproduced  under  that  number  here. 

Of  these  thirty  unpublished  plates  Mr.  Rawlinson  considers 
that  there  is  virtually  no  doubt  that  twenty-eight  subjects 
(numbered  here,  according  to  his  arrangement,  plates  72-99)  would 
have  been  used  by  Turner.  Which  of  the  other  existing  drawings 
of  the  Liber  size  and  character  would  have  been  employed  for  the 
remaining  two  plates  can  now  be  only  a  matter  of  conjecture. 
The  subjects  would  in  all  probability  have  been  selected  from 
those  detailed  on  pages  314-324  of  Mr.  Finberg’s  Inventory  of  the 
drawings  of  the  Turner  bequest;  those  detailed  on  page  314 
Mr.  Rawlinson  considers  unlikely  to  have  been  intended,  as  they 
are  longer  in  shape  and  somewhat  different  in  style  from  the  other 
Liber  subjects.  The  “Lake  Scene”  (48  on  page  315)  is  also  too 
long.  G  and  H  on  page  316  are  merely  the  beginnings  of 
drawings.  With  these  exceptions,  all  the  drawings  probably 
intended  for  the  Liber  will  be  found  here  (F  on  page  316  appears 
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under  its  proper  title  “  Windsor  Castle  from  the  Thames’*  and  f  on 
page  324  under  its  proper  title  “  Sea-Piece.  The  Needles”). 

The  reproductions  are  small,  but  they  will  be  found  to  be  clear 
and  well  printed  on  the  finest  of  papers,  while  the  price  at  which 
the  volume  is  issued  is  unprecedented,  and  puts  it  in  the  power  of 
everyone  to  purchase  serviceable  representations  of  these  famous 
plates  to  which  Ruskin  never  tired  of  referring. 

N.B. — The  titles  below  the  plates  are  in  some  cases  simplified 
in  order  to  save  space,  but  in  the  table  of  Contents 
all  are  given  in  full  from  Mr.  Rawlinson’s  book.
